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ABSTRACT 

The current operating income and expenditures of the 
state-controlled institutions of higher education in Virginia are 
examined in tabular form according to three major categories: 
educational and general, student aid, and auxiliary enterprise. Each 
category constitutes a major segment of this report within, which both 
current operating income and expenditures of a particular category 
are analyzed* In addition to these major segments an appendix is 
provided that presents more detailed analyses of revenues and 
expenditures for educational and general activities. (MJH) 
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Beginning with the 1964-65 fiscal year, the State-controlled institutions of higher education have 
annually submitted data on their current operating income and expenditures to the State Council of Higher 
Education for Virginia. Summaries and analyses of each year^ data have been compiled and published by 
the State G>unciL The information for the 1971-72 fiscal year is presented in this report for the public 
higher education community in Virginia which is comprised of fifteen senior colleges and universities and 
their affiliated agencies, the one two-*year branch college, and the twenty-three colleges under the aegis 
of the State Board for Community CoMeges. 

The summaries and analyses presented in this report are based on the most objective, accurate data 
available to the State Council; however, due to certain inherent limitations, the reader should be ex- 
tremely careful in interpreting the data presented in the following pages. The data instrument used to 
develop this report was based on the standard Chart of Accounts , effective July 1, 1970* Although there 
has been a uniform Chart of Accounts for eight fiscal years, there still exist some differences among insti- 
tutions with respect to specific application of generally accepted accounting principles for colleges and 
universities. This is not a situation unique to Virginia. The Virginia Chart of Accounts is primarily based 
on the American Council on Education's publication. College and University Business Administration: 
Revised Edition , 1968, as amended to more closely reflect the Statewide policies of the Commonwealth. 

Specific criteria provided in the Chart of Accounts are periodically revised; the same is true of 
College and University Business Administration . For this reason year-to-year comparisons must take into 
consideration possible revisions in the uniform Chart of Accounts . 

A third consideration that must be made when making year-to-year comparisons is that the data 
presented for any given fiscal year should not be considered as normative. The changes in mission, insti- 
tutional size, mix of students, faculty characteristics, curriculum or academic programs, facilities, or 
other factors all have varying influences on the availability of income anc|/or the area of expenditure. 
These factors are not only operative in year-to-year comparisons, but more significantly in institutional 
comparisons during the same or different fiscal years. 

It should be recognized that the data do not provide answers to all questions that might be asked 
about the financial operations of institutions. Fiscal data alone cannot be explicitly definitive of insti- 
tutional operations but can complement other institutional data to provide meaningful insights into an 
institution, its operations, and its needs. It is, however, believed that the finoncial data provided are 
valid for the purpose of drawing broad, but useful, generalizations about the financing of the Common- 
wealth's institutions of highereducation« The overall effects of any limitations are believed to be minimal, 
and it should prove valuable to those concerned to have available objective and comprehensive data 
concerning the income and expenditure patterns institutions of higher education. Further, it is hoped 
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thof th% data might provide anistonce to imtitutionol odministrators in posing and discussing finonciol questions < 
operations of their institutions. 

Several changes In the two-year colleges have had a significant impact on the data presented for that 
higher education community. Eastern Shore and Patrick Henry Branch Colleges of the University of Virginia wer 
the Community College system, effective July 1, IVZK Thus, the data presented for 1968-69 through 1970-71 fo 
branch colleges includes these two institutions, whereas the data for those institutions are included in the totals 
nity colleges in 1971-72. 

The changes in tuition and fees for Eastern Shore and Potrick Henry make comparisons of income sources 
tutions from yeor-to-year of limited value since the student fee structures of the community colleges are consij 
than those of branch colleges. A similar variance in expenditure data may exist as aresult of differing emphases, < 
on student services or academic programs, between community colleges and branch colleges. 

This report follows the generally accepted method of clo^ifying operoting revenues <md expenditures 
three major categories of Educational and General, Student Aid, and Auxiliary Enterprise. Each of these 
constitutes a major segment of this report within which both current operating income and expenditures of a 
gory are analyzed. In addition to these three major segments, an Appendix is provided which presents more dej 
of revenues and expenditures for Educational and General Activities. 
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chart 1 provides a summary of Current Operatirg Income and Expenditures for 1971-72. It is 
generally recognized that at a given institution there should not necessarily beany particular ratio or 
relationship among the three major categories indicated below. For example and appropriately, institu- 
tions vary substantially with respect to the degree to which they undertake to feed, house, and provide 
similar services for students. Year-to-year consistency, however, is reflected as graphically illustrated 
on Charts 2 and 3 in the total percentage distribution among the three categories for oil colleges and 
universities. 



A CLASSIFICATION OF 
CURRENT OPERATING 
INCOME 



The data presented in Charts 1 and 2 for current 
operating income have been categorized by the 
institutions into one of the three classifications 
prescribed by the Chart of Accounts, effective 
July 1, 1970. 



1. Educational and General Income.— Current income which is expended or is to be expended for the 
education, research, and extension and public service activities of the institution as well as the 
necessary supporting activities of general administration, student services, public relations and other 
general institutional activities, libraries, and physical plant maintenance and operation. 

2. Student Aid Income. — Current income from gifts, grants, endowments, or other sources which Is 
specifically designated for scholarships, fellowships, prizes, and other forms of student assistance 
exclusive of student loans, student employment, and service scholarships where service is required of 
students receiving the scholarships. 

3. Auxiliary Enterprise Income .— The gross income of enterp ses which are operated by the institution 
primarily for the purpose of providing services of a non-educational nature to students, faculty and 
staff. Such enterprises are generally operated on a self-supporting basis with income produced by the 
enterprises being sufficient to cover all costs of operating them. 

CONTINUED GROWTH Charts 1 and 2 show a continued increase in oper- 

OF INCOME ating income for State- control led colleges and 

universities in Virginia. The increase in 1971-72 
over 1970-71 was 14.9 percent; in 1970-71 over 
1969-70 it was 18.2 percent; and the increase in 
1969-70 over 1968-69 was 13.6 percent. Over the last four years (1968-69 through 1971-72) total oper- 
ating income has increased 54.3 percent. What is of concern, however, is the fact that the percent of 
increase has diminished in the last year. The percent of increase from 1967-68 through 1970-71 was 65.5 
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percent. This decreasing rate of i n crease Js of even more concern when one considers that the scope of the repo 
ponded in the past year to include some institutional funds which may not have been reported in previous years. 

Educational and General income constituted 78.8 percent of the total operating income. This compares t 
in 1970-71, 78.4 percent in 1969-70, and 78.0 percent in 1968-69. In terms of percentage increases over the so 
the increase in 1971-72 over 1970-71 was 17.2 percent; in 1970-71 the increase over 1969-70 was 20.7 pe 
1969-70, the increase was 15.5 percent over 1968-69. The four-year increase (i.e., 1971-72 over 1968-69) wa 
which is well in odvance of the overall percentage increase of 54.3 percent in total operating income. 

Student Aid income has retained some degree^ of stabilization in terms of the proportionate share of the 
income thot it comprises. Qiart 2 shows Student Aid income comprising 3.9 percent of the total operating inco 
as compared to 3.4 percent in 1970-71, 3.9 percent in 1969-70, and 3.8 percent in 1968-69. 

The rate of increase in Student Aid income over the past four fiscal years(1968-69 through 1971-72) has 
inconsistent. The 1969-70 increase over 1968-69 was 14.9percent; in 1970-71 the increase was only 3.5percen 
ond the increase in 1971-72 over 1970-71 was 32.4 percent. The overall increase in 1971-72 over 1968-69 wa 
which is relatively consistent with the 54.3 percent increase in total operating income. One factor leading to 
increase in 1971-72 over 1970-71 is that there was no Student Aid income reported for community colleges in 
there was $636,354 reported in 1971-72. 

The reader will also notice that Auxiliory Enterprise income was 17.3 percent of total operating income, 
the same as in previous fiscal years and consistent with the continuing downward trend which became evident in 
continuing reduction in the proportion of total operating income coming from auxiliary enterprises is due primaril 
of the community colleges. Since the mission of the community colleges is to serve commuting students, these 
expected to have a minimum number of auxiliary enterprises, (t is expected tltat the impact of the community 
greater in the future as the 0>mmunity College system further develops and that Auxiliary Enterprise income 
decrease as a percentage of total operating income.

1969-70 it was iS.Opercent; and the increase in 1969- 
was 14.9percent.

Educationol and Generol expenditures constituted 79.3 percent of the total operating expenditures for 
compares with 79.3 percent in 1970-71, 79.6 percent in 1969-70, and 79.1 percent in 1968-69. In terms of 
creoses over the same four years, the increase in 1971-72 over 1970-71 was 23. 9 percent; in 1970-71 the increa 
was 19.7 percent; while in 1969-70, the increase was 17.0 percent over 1968-69. The four-year increase (i.e. 
1968-69) was 73.6percent which is significantly above and therefore compares very fovorably with the overall i 
operating expenditures of 55.3 percent over the some four-year period. 

Student Aid expenditures constituted a relatively stable proportionate share of total operating expendi 
shows that Student Aid expenditures comprised 3.9 percent of the total operating expenditures in 1971-72 as 
percent in 1970-71, 3.9 percent in 1969-70, and 3.9 percent in 1968-69. The four-year increase in Student A 
from 1968-69 through 1971-72 was 57.3 percent. The percentage increase in Student Aid expenditures for 1971- 
was 31.3 percent; in 1970-71 the rate of increase over 1969-70 was 4.9 percent; the 1969-70 increase over 19 
percent. These rates of increase on a year-to-year basis are consistent with the rate of growth in total operatin 

Auxiliary Enterprise expenditures continued to increase in 1971-72 but at a decreasing rate over past yea 
Auxiliary Enterprises declined as a proportion of total operating expenditures. In 1971-72, Auxiliary Enterprise 
16.8 percent of the total, in 1970-71, 17.2 percent, in 1969-70, 16.5 percent, and in 1968-69 they were 17. 
operating expenditures. The 1971-72 rate of increase over 1970-71 was 1 1 .8 percent, the 1970-71 increase v 
over 1969-70, and the 1969-70 increase over 1968-69 was 11.3 percent. The four^year aggregate rate of incre 
Enterprise expenditures from 1968-69 through 1971-72 was 53.2 percent which was somewhat less than the to 
penditure increase of 55.3 percent over the same four^year period.

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Two basic approaches to analyzing operating income and expenditures for Educational and General 
Activities are presented in this report. One provides the percentage relationship of each function to total 
Educational and General income or expenditures; the second shows the amount of income or expenditures 
per full-time-equivalent (FTE) student for each function. 

The percentage analyses of income reflect the relative degree of support provided by a given rev- 
enue source* For expenditures they indicate the relative proportion that expenditures for a given function 
are of total Educational and General expenditures* 

Data indicating the income or expenditures per full-time-equivalent student can be usedasa gen- 
eral basis for comparison of similar institutions* However, the degree of similarity between or among 
institutions should be assessed with core* It cannot be too strongly emphasized that total full-time-equi- 
valent students will include students at all levels and in all disciplines, each with their own differential 
cost factors. In this report, for example, the expenditures per full-time-equivalent student at a major 
university with its emphasis on graduate an4/or professional education should not be compared with that 
same expenditure statistic for an institution which grants the bachelor's degree. It should also be recog- 
nized that the data presented for any given institution, revenue source, or expenditure area should not be 
considered as normative since the data represents only the historical pattern of income sources and expen- 
diture areas which may or may not be appropriate. In using the per FTE student dato, it should also be 
recognized that several activities of the institutions are not directly related to FTE student enrollment. 
For example, the scope of an institution's extension (non-credit) instructional programs may hove little or 
no relotionship to the number of stixients attending that institution and receiving resident credit for course 
work. It is for this reason that in this report extension income and expenditures have not been included 
in arriving at per FTE student figures. In addition, no degree of relationship exists between FTE student 
enrollment and the amount of activity in Sponsored Research existing at an institution. Therefore, Spon- 
sored Reseorch income and expenditure data are generally excluded from the more detailed analyses, and 
the term "Regular Educational and General" is used to designate all Educational and Gerterol income and 
expenditures less Sponsored Research.

The colleges and umversiHes classified and reported 
General expenditure data according to functional c 
scribed by the Chart of Accounts / effective July 1/ 
required a determination of the services the expenditu 
function they served. The following is a listing of the 
gories as prescribed by the Chart of Accounts: 



1. General Administration; Student Services/ and General Expense. — Includes all expenditures of the gene 
administrative offices serving the institution as a whole/ with the exception of the general library and ph 

2. Instruction — Regular Session. — Includes all expenditures of the instructional departments and schools of t 
an academic year. Includes office expenses and replacement equipment/ laboratory expenses and replac 
special school or college catalogs/ practice teaching/ insurance on exhibits and rare collections/ and ot 
ating expenses. 

3. Instruction — Summer Session . — Includes all expenditures of the instructional departments for the summer s 

4. Organized Activities Related to Instructional Departments . — Includes all expenditures for enterprises organ 
in connection with instructional departments and conducted primarily for the purpose of giving profession 
dents. Examples of such activities are home economics cafeterias/ agricultural college creameries/ de 
laboratory or demonstration schools. 

5. Extension and Public Service. — Includes expenditures of educational and other activities designed pri 
general public. These activities include correspondence courses/ adult study courses/ public lecture 
institutes/ workshops/ demonstrations/ radio and television stations/ statewide service agencies attached t 
and similar activities* 

6. Libraries^ — Includes the total expenditures of the institution fdr separately organized libraries/ both ge 
mental. Expenditures are separated into three major groupings-*-administration/ circulation service/ and t 

7. Maintenance and Operation of Physical Plant . — Includes all expenditures for the operation and maintenon 
plant/ including the power plant. The aggregate expense of the physical plant of the entire institution is 
cept those experditures appropriately chargeable to auxiliory enterprises or to major orgonized activities 
icol school hospitals. 

8. Organized Research . Includes all expenditures for separately organized research divisions such as rese< 
search institutes/ and experiment stations. Included would be all separately budgeted or financed rese 
would be departmental research not separately budgeted or financed.

INCOME AND describes Student Aid income and expenditures as 

EXPENDITURES being exclusive of student loans or monies for 

which student service is required. It alsodescribes

three primary sources of revenue supporting Student Aid. These include the State General Fund, Private 
Funds, and Federal Funds. A fourth sourceof revenue iscomprised of transfers from other operating income 
areas, i.e.. Educational and General Activities or Auxiliary Enterprise. The Chart of Accounts also des- 
ignates the categories of expenditure for Student Aid which include Scholarships, Fellowships, Awards and 
Prizes, and Unfunded Scholarships. Table 9 shows the distribution of both Student Aid income by source 
and expenditures by category of expense for each of the institutions of higher education. 

Student Aid income and expenditures should be considered individually for the four-year colleges 
and universities and for community colleges since the extent of the support and area of expenditure are 
somewhat unique to each segment. In general, total Student Aid income for the four-year institutions is 
distributed over a larger number of the categorical breakdowns in table 9 than is the income for two-year 
institutions. Eight of the four-year institutions reported that the largest percentage of their total Student 
Aid income was derived from the State General Fund. The majority of these eight were smaller senior in- 
stitutions. The larger and usually more comprehensive institutions have had more success in attracting 
Federal or Private Funds for Student Aid. The largest percentage of total Student Aid income at senior in- 
stitutions, 41.0 percent, was received from Private Funds; Federal Funds, at 39.8 percent, ranked second, 
and the State General Fund provided 16. 1 percent of the total Student Aid income. 

In 1971-72 the community colleges did not receive State General Fund support for Student Aid. 
Student Aid revenues at the community colleges was, however, made available from Private and Federal 
Funds. Of the total Student Aid income received by all community colleges, 83.9 percent and 16.1 per- 
cent were received from Federal Funds and Private Funds, respectively. 

A consideration of the statistical dato regarding Student Aid expenditures as reflected in table 9 
results in the following summary comments:

AUXILIARY ENTERPRISE Auxiliary Enterprise operations are carried on by 

INCOME AND institutions primarily to provide^non-educational 

EXPENDITURES services to students, faculty, and staff. They are 

characterized by the fact that they are intended 
to be primarily self-supporting. Because of the 
differing missions of the fooi-year colleges and 
universities, the community colleges, and the two-year branch college, the Auxiliary Enterprise data 
avoiloble must be analyzed within the framework of each segment's and each institution's characteristics* 
Since this analysis can not consider all variations among institutions in their characteristics, the reader 
must exercise caution when making comporotive assumptions and view the data within the total context of 
higher education in Virginia. 

Table- 11 provides a breakdown of revenues received from Auxiliory Enterprise operations into 
eleven separate categories. Sfnce the degree to which each institution endeavors to feed, house, and 
provide other non-*educational services to its student body varies from institution to institution, different 
patterns of involvement in Auxiliary Enterprises are to be expected. It is logical to assume that the largest 
amounts of Auxiliary Enterprise income related to the four-year institutions are received from residential 
services, i.e., housing and food services. Among the four-year institutions there are three exceptions to 
this assumption; Christopher Newport Col lege of the College of William and Mary, George AAason College 
of the University of Virginia, and Old Dominion University do not operate dormitory facilities. 

Of the total Auxiliary Enterprise income for four-year colleges and universities, 26.0 percent was 
received from housing services and 35.4 percent from food services. The bookstore operation and inter- 
collegiate athletics provided the next largest specific percentages of total Auxiliary Enterprise income 
with 8.2 percent and 7.1 percent, respectively. 

Examples of operations included in the 8. 1 percent of the total income received from Other Aux- 
iliary Enterprises at four-year institutions are vending mochines and parking fees. 

Due to the nature of the community college as a commuting institution, the number of Auxiliary 
Enterprises are limited, and therefore little income is generated. Revenues from the operations are distri- 
buted between the categories of Student Activities and Bookstore. Northern Virginia Community College 
is an exception to this pattern; it reports income under Housing. Of the total income received from Au/.- 
iliary Enterprises at the community colleges, 52.2 percent and 46.0 percent come from Student Activities 
and Bookstore, respectively. 

Auxiliary Enterprise income at Richard Bland College of the College of William and AAary, a two- 
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nterprise income at Richard Bland College of the College of William and Mary, a two- 
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year branch college, conforms more closely to the distribution characteristic of the four-year institutions. All r€ 
ceived from Housing and Food Services. Housing at this institution is for staff and faculty and does not include 
students. 

Table 12 provides a breakdown of expenditures for the various Auxiliary Enterprises at Virginia's institu 
education. The pattern of distribution apparent from an analysis of Auxiliary Enterprise income also applied {o A 
prise expenditures. At four-year institutions and Richard Bland College, Housing and Food Services are the tw 
of expenditure. At the community colleges, almost all expenditures fall into the two categories Student Activi 
store.
